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FREIGHT RATES ON PAPER 
SHOULD BE READJUSTED 


Preliminary to the Hearing Before Examiner La Roe of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in New York Next 
Monday a Committee Representing the Paper Manufac- 
turers Will Hold Continuous Session at the Vanderbilt 
Hotel, That City, Beginning Tomorrow, Friday, Morning 
and Ending Monday Morning—The Railroads Propose 
to Fix Rates According to Descriptions of the Various 
Grades; the Paper Men Propose a Sliding Schedule Based 


on Value. 





Connected with the proposed plan for the readjustment of rates 
of freight on paper there is considerable divergence of opinion 
between the proposals of the railroad and those of the paper men. 

While at work on the question, the traffic managers represent- 
ing a portion of the more important paper manufacturers con- 
cluded that the “policing” of the rates by carriers through 
“descriptions” is not practical. The carriers proposed the follow- 
ing descriptions of paper: 


Rates to Be Determined by Character of Paper 


“Paper, Printing, N. O. S. (not containing rag stock, 
rag paper stock, jute stock, jute paper stock, hemp stock, 
hemp paper stock, flax stock or flax paper stock) in boxes, 
bundles, crates or rolls (not to apply on enameled, glazed, 
or surface-coated papers).” 

“Paper, printing, made entirely of wood pulp, including 
surface-coated made entirely of wood pulp, in bundles, 
cases, crates, or rolls.” 

“Paper, newsprint, consisting of not less than 50% 
wood pulp, in rolls of not less than 250 Ibs. each; mini- 
mum carload weight 40,000 Ibs. (this definition does not 
include enameled, glazed, or surface-coated papers).” 


—continuing through Boards, Wall, and other papers. 


The Traffic Men Propose a Valuation Basis 

The impracticability of handling papers under such descriptions 
being apparent, the carriers and the traffic representatives of the 
paper manufacturers discussed in a joint conference the question 
of adjusting the rates to paper upon a valuation basis; all paper 
invoiced at the mill at 2'%% cents and less to take the minimum 
rate; all papers valued in excess of 2% cents up to, but not 
exceeding, 714 cents, to take intermediate rate, and all papers 
valued in excess of 74% cents to take the maximum rate. 

It seems the carriers rejected this proposition solely through 
the fear that the Interstate Commerce Commission would require 
the same adjustment of rates on other articles. The paper manu- 
facturers do not feel that there is any other article presenting the 
same characteristics represented in the production of raw paper, 
and should it be found that such a commodity does exist, it would 
be entitled to the same arrangement, inasmuch as both carrier 
and manufacturer admit they cannot make the “description” to 
fit the “policing” of the rates required by the carriers. 

A number of manufacturers believe the question should be 
made a paramount one at the forthcoming hearing before Ex- 
aminer La Roe, of the Interstate Commerce Commission, in 
New York on Monday, November 15. 


Those Interested Should Attend Preliminary Hearing 

The committee having the matter in charge is now in session 
arranging data for presentation at the hearing. This same commit- 
tee will go into continuous session at the Vanderbilt Hotel, begin- 
ning at 10 a. m., Friday, November 12, and remaining there until 
the morning of the hearing, Monday, November 15.

Battle Island Property Bid in at Auction Sale

Futon, N. Y., November 8, 1915.—The sale of the Battle Island 
Paper Company’s Sulphite mill, under the direction of the trus- 
tees in bankruptcy, C. N. Bulger, David F. Costello and Nelson 
P. Bonney, occurred at the court house in Oswego, November 
4, and was bid in by S. Gay Daley, of Syracuse, for the bond- 
holders, for $27,000. Mr. Daley’s bid carries with it unpaid taxes 
amounting to $1,500. It is claimed that the plant cost more than 
$350,000 and that the outstanding bonds amount to approximately 
$400,000. 

Judge Ray will receive the report of the sale at the court house 
in Auburn on November 16. Judge Ray may at that time refuse to 
confirm the sale on the ground that the plant is of far greater 
value and should bring more money. 

The machinery and real estate were first offered for sale, Mr. 
Edward Quirk, of Fulton, making the high bid for the real estate 
and a man, representing machinery dealers, for the machinery, 
However, as the sum of these bids did not equal that of Mr. Daley 
for the entire property, the latter bid prevailed. 

George Boyer, of Watertown, law partner of Secretary of State 
Robert Lansing, was present and bid for the property. 
that he represented a paper company of Watertown. 

The property is one of the Hunter concerns and it went into 
bankruptcy about two years ago.

Rushing Work on Oswego Falls Co.’s Pulp Mill 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Futton, N. Y., November 8, 1915.—Eight pulp grinders and as 
many wet machines are being installed in the new mill of the 
Oswego Falls Pulp & Paper Company. The grinders will be 
run in pairs by four motors, two grinders being direct con 
nected to each motor. A twelve-inch pipe is being laid between 
the pulp mill and the paper mill and the pulp to be used in the 
paper mill will be pumped in slush form into tanks in the beater 
room. A large crew of men is at work rushing the installation of 
the new machinery and wiring the plant for the electric drives. 

The steel framework of the new power house is completed, a 
thirty-ton Niles crane has been installed for handling the large 
waterwheels and generators which will soon be installed, and 
the brick work is being rushed forward. 

The company recently closed a contract with the H. P. 
Burgard Contracting Co., of Buffalo, for the dredging out of 
the channel leading to the head-gates of the power plant. The 
Burgard Company has two large dredges here completing a 
$2,500,000 contract on the New York State Barge Canal and 
are well equipped for this work which will probably be done 
next spring. The plans are to have the power plant ready for 
operation by the first of January. The surplus power of the 
plant has been contracted for by a local power company.

VARIOUS ACTIVITIES OF 
THE PAPER ASSOCIATIONS 


The American Paper and Pulp Association Has Commenced 
the Publication of a Bulletin in Which the Activities of the 
Association and Its Various Divisions Are Outlined—The 
Next Annual Meeting and Banquet Scheduled for Feb- 
ruary 16 and 17—-A Few Items of Interest in Regard to 
the Work of the Different Divisions—The Scarcity of 
Colors Causes the Cover Manufacturers Association to 
Issue a Warning to the Trade—Other Matters Acted 
Upon by the Cover Makers at Their Recent Meeting. 


As a means of communication with its members, the American 
Paper and Pulp Association is now publishing a bulletin in which 
the numerous activities of the association are outlined for the in- 
formation of the various divisions. 

Among the interesting items contained in the bulletin is the 
announcement that the annual meeting and banquet of the asso- 
ciation will be held in New York City on February 16 and 17, 
1916. 

Reference is also made to the Tompkins’ patent suits for al- 
leged infringement of the process of cooking sulphite, in which 
a number of the members are interested as defendants. It is 
announced that the secretary of the association is one of a com- 
mittee to look after the handling of the case on behalf of the 
members, 

Another announcement of interest is that a board division has 
been organized by the secretary and that it already has thirty 
members, 

Referring to the meeting of the Cover Paper Manufacturers’ 
\ssociation, held at Detroit, the bulletin states that this division 
has nineteen members. 

Mention is made in the bulletin of the organization of the 
Glazed and Fancy Paper Division, now composed of eleven mem- 
bers. A meeting of this division was held at the association’s 
rooms, 18 East Forty-first street, New York City, on September 21. 

The Mechanical and Chemical Pulp Division is credited with 
twenty-five members, representing, as stated, “the major portion 
of the tonnage produced for sale in the United States and Canada.” 

The Tissue Paper Manufacturers’ Association, according to the 
announcement in the bulletin, held its fall meeting in Albany, 
N. Y., at the Hotel Ten Eyck. It also held a meeting at the Hotel 
Onondaga, Syracuse, N. Y., on October 22. This association has 
thirty-five members, representing all of the various kinds of tissue 
papers made. 

The Wrapping Paper Division, it is stated, is composed of 
manufacturers whose products are used for wrapping purposes, 
and include those making bag paper. This division is sub-divided 
according to the raw materials used, as follows: The Manila and 
Fibre sub-division; the Kraft sub-division; Books or Rag sub- 
division; Rope or Jute sub-division; Straw sub-division. At this 
time the only active sub-divisions are the first two mentioned, 
which have a joint membership of thirty-eight, having a daily 
production of 1,585 tons. There are, however, twenty-three other 
manufacturers eligible for membership whose daily output amounts 
to 786 tons. 

Two offices are maintained by the Wrapping Division, one in 
New York City, in connection with the offices of the parent orga- 
nization, and one in Chicago. The New York office cares for the 
interest of all manufacturers located east of Pittsburgh and Buf- 
falo, and the Chicago office for those located in the West. Peri- 
odical meetings are held at both Chicago and New York City for 
the discussion of matters of interest as they transpire. 

A meeting of the Writing Paper Manufacturers’ Association 
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was held in Lenox, Mass., at the Hotel Aspinwall, during Sep- 
tember. Its next meeting will be held soon at Dayton, Ohio, where 
it will be the guest of the Greater Dayton Association, the Na- 
tional Cash Register Company, and the paper manufacturers of 
the Miami Valley. The Writing Division has thirty-six mem- 
bers, representing all of the leading makers of writing paper. 
Cover Makers Issue Warning About Colors 
The color situation was perhaps the most important feature of 
the recent meeting of the Cover Paper Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, held at the Hotel Pontchartrain, Detroit, Mich. As a result 
of the scarcity of colors, it was voted, after a thorough discussion 
of the subject, that the secretary have the following notice printed 
on cards and distributed to the jobbing trade, and also to the 
members of the association: 
The manufacturers of cover paper wish to call your 
attention to the fact that owing to the general scarcity 
of coloring matter, the production of guaranteed 
shades in paper will be in many instances practically 
impossible. When the present slender stock of high 
colors is exhausted, we shall be unable to obtain many 
dyes until normal conditions are restored. We sug- 
gest, therefore, in accepting orders from customers, 
that you explain to them the likelihood of a variation 
from the shades they formerly used or from the sam- 
ple which they may have selected for color. 
_ Every effort is being made to overcome the situa- 
tion, but as there will be for the present this inevitable 


variation in shades of paper manufactured, we ask your 
consideration and co-operation. 


The next subject in point of importance to the color question 
that came up at the meeting related to the protest of the Me- 
chanical and Chemical Pulp Division of the American Paper and 
Pulp Association in regard to the free storage of pulp by rail- 
roads at certain ports of entry. On this matter the Cover Paper 
Manufacturers’ Association voted to protest against the filing of 
the petition in the name of the American Paper and Pulp Asso- 
ciation. 

In regard to the interpretation of Trade Custom, No. 1, as to 
special sizes, it was the expressed opinion of the members present 
“that when a size is asked for which is not a regular size, but 
which is an equal multiple of a regular size, that the charge in 
such instance be not 10 per cent. for a special size, but rather a 
charge merely be made for the cutting of a regular size into 
equal parts.” 

Referring to the practice of shipping goods into agents’ terri- 
tory, it was voted that this subject be brought up at the annual 
meeting and there discussed. 

As regards paper being considered a good delivery when the 
jobber has accepted the same for over a term of one year, it was 
moved and voted that that matter be also referred to the annual 
meeting. 

Representatives of the following concerns were present: Ameri- 
can Writing Paper Company, C. S. Boyd Paper Company, Beckett 
Paper Company, Chemical Paper Manufacturing Company, 
Knowlton Brothers, Peninsular Paper Company, and Strathmore 
Paper Company. 


Paper Specifications for General Supply Committee 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 
Wasuincton, D. C., November 9, 1915.—The special committee 
working on the paper specifications for the General Supply Com- 
mittee for 1917 have just completed their work and proof of the 


schedule, Class No. I, has gone to the printer. These schedules 
will probably not be distributed until about -the first of February 
according to John L. McGrew, chairman of the special committee. 

Figures have just been completed which shows that for the 
fiscal year ending July 1, 1915, there was approximately $500,000 
worth of stationery and paper bought under the General Supply 
Committee Class I. This is about the same amount as purchased 
the previous year. 
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ALONG THE BLACK RIVER 


Recent Happenings Near the St. Regis Plant at Deferiet Indi- 
cate a Resumption of Activity on the Part of the Strikers 
Who Are Still Encamped Across the River from the Mill 
—An Important Riparian Rights Decision of Interest to 
Power Owners—A New Method of Adjusting Cylinder 
Molds on Which Patent Has Been Applied for. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., November 9, 1915.—Reports from the plant 
of the St. Regis Paper Company’s plant at Deferiet indicate trou- 
ble from the strikers who are still camped just across the river 
from the paper mill. While many of these union men, who went 
out on the strike of September 2, have left the village for other 
fields, quite a number still remain on guard. Some have insin- 
uated that the fire which started in the timber lands of the com- 
pany near the mill last week was possibly the work of strikers, 
but this has been denied and placed on the shoulders of hunters. 
The explosion of dynamite just outside of the mills on last Tues- 
day night is more of a mystery. There were two explosions, and 
it was thought by some that this was a demonstration on the part 
of the strikers. No serious damage was done, however. The 
militia report hearing shots fired also. 

Organizer Tylkoff, who still remains in the vicinity, denied that 
any of the strikers had taken part in any of the recent disturb- 
ances. He said the men had told him that all was quiet at the 
camp, and that they had seen no trouble. 

Last Sunday, for the first time since the first strike was called 
last May, save for two weeks’ respite at the time of the settle- 
ment of the first strike, Deferiet was in the hands of local author- 
ities alone. Last Saturday the state militia under Major Marcus 
H. Rice was withdrawn, as also was the squad of deputies under 
Sheriff Hosmer. The big mill of the St. Regis company is now 
running in all its departments with a full crew of non-union 
hands. While not turning out quite as much paper as usual under 
former conditions, the plant is fast striking full swing. 

The expense to the county for the services of the guardsmen 
has been estimated at $7,000. The county must pay this item, but 
will be reimbursed by $5,000 later. 


Important Riparian Rights Decision 

The so-called Wise Power Case, which is of interest to all 
riparian rights’ owners, has just taken another step in its legal 
adjudication. The city voted some time ago to allow Mr. Wise 
to raise his dam at Diamond Island to the 473-foot mark above 
tidewater, thereby allowing him two feet of head above that 
called for by his deed. Levi Carpenter, a citizen of Watertown, 
brought action to restrain Mr. Wise from building his dam to 
the 473-foot point, and also against the city from giving away 
the property of its citizens without due consideration. Both Mr. 
Wise and the city demurred, and Justice Irving R. Dievendorf, 
of Herkimer, has just handed down a decision against the de- 
fendants. The case against the city of Watertown is the first 
of its kind ever brought in the state of New York. 

The action brought by Mr. Carpenter against the city was for 
the purpose of restraining the city from giving away or selling 
any water power rights to Mr. Wise or anyone else. The motion 
for an injunction against the city was granted by Justice W. S. 
Andrews, of Syracuse. The city did start an action to determine 
the riparian rights at this point, but discontinued it upon the 
action of the common council. This was virtually a permit for 
Mr. Wise to take the property. Upon the city’s refusal to main- 
tain the action, Mr. Carpenter brought action. The action of Mr. 
Carpenter against Mr. Wise was brought as a taxpayer, on the 
ground that where the city ought to have done so, and did not, a 


taxpayer might. The defendant demurred to the complaint in 
each case on the ground that the causes of action were not stated, 
Justice Dievendorf has held that the complaints are good, and 
has overruled the demurrer with costs. The cases will be ap- 
pealed. 

In his opinion, Justice Dievendorf says: “The majority of the 
taxpayers of the city had no power to direct the common council 
to dispose of the city’s property by gift or without compensa- 
tion, and the council had no right to follow such instruction if 
given. I am of the opinion that this action can be maintained 
against both Mr. Wise and the municipality.” 


A New Method of Adjusting Cylinder Moulds 


A patent on a new method of adjusting cylinder moulds, which 
will save thousands of dollars a year to paper manufacturers, has 
just been applied for by Harold O.° Olsen; of this city. The in- 
ventor has traveled all over the eastern part of the United States 
and Canada repairing the wire and putting new wires on paper 
machines, and he has just applied to Washington for a new 
patent adjustment which he has conceived. 

For years there has been trouble: with the wire faces giving 
away, the wire wrinkling and cutting out perhaps within a few 
hours after it had been freshly put on. This frequently causes 
an expense of from ten to fifty dollars. After his years of ex- 
perience, Mr. Olsen has discovered that this trouble was no fault 
of the wire or the manner in which it was put on, but was caused 
by the cylinder mould. By taking this out and making a certain 
adjustment, which requires but about three hours’ work, the 
cause of the trouble is completely overcome for all time with his 
patent. 

Mr. Olsen states that it would be unnecessary for him to make 
these adjustments personally, as he could send instructions to mill 
mechanics who could do the work. He would, however, make 
a charge for all adjustments made. 


American Writing Advances Prices on Colored Covers 
LFROM OUR REGULAR COKRESPONDENT. ] 

Horyoxe, Mass., November 9, 1915.—Letters have recently been 
sent out by the American Writing Paper Company, containing no- 
tices of advances in prices on Crocker Standard covers of half a 
cent a pound, with the exception of. terra cotta, mandarin and 
dark blue, which have advanced two cents a pound, and scarlet, 
which color is very difficult to obtain, and which has 
quently advanced four cents a pound. Because of the great dif- 
ficulties in securing the deep colors, there is a probability that 
there will be greater variation in the different shades which run 
from one to another. Mills are losing orders because of the im- 
possibility of securing the requested hues, and in most cases paper 

manufacturers accept orders for colored papers, subject to their 
ability to secure the proper colors. The dye question is becoming 
more and more annoying.

Michigan Paper Company by the Newly Formed Ber- 
mingham & Prosser Company—The Standard Paper Com- 
pany Is Building a Concrete Stack—The Artesian Wells 
Being Driven at the Plant of the Kalamazoo Paper Com- 
pany Must Be Numerous Enough to Supply 5,000,000 
Gallons of Water Per Day—Brief Personal Mention.

Katamazoo, Mich., November 6, 1915.—One of the most im- 
portant deals in paper circles in this part of the State was 
completed during the present week when the Southern Michigan 
Paper Company was purchased by Arthur T. Bermingham of New 
York City, Henry G. Prosser of Chicago and Louis P. Simons of 
Kalamazoo. Mr. Bermingham and Mr. Prosser have for years 
been connected with that well known. paper. company, Berming- 
ham & Seaman Co., of Chicago and New York. Both have re- 
signed their positions with that company and will at once take 
charge of the affairs of the Kalamazoo concern. 

Mr. Bermingham and Mr. Prosser are both nephews of Mr. 
Bermingham, founder of the Bermingham & Seaman Co., who 
died recently. It was under his guidance that they learned all 
details of the wholesale paper business. 

It is the plan of the new owners to open an office in New York 
City and another in Chicago. Mr. Walter P. Bermingham will 
have charge of the New York office and Mr. Prosser the Chicago 
office. Mr. Simons, who has been connected with the Southern 
Michigan Paper Company, will remain in charge of the business in 
Kalamazoo. Mr. Simons is well and favorably known in paper 
circles and his host of Kalamazoo friends will be pleased to know 
that he is going to remain with the new organization. Mr. Walter 
Bermingham is a brother of Arthur Bermingham. Arthur will 
spend most of his time with Mr. Prosser in the Chicago office. 

The company will be known as the Bermingham & Prosser Com- 
pany, but its organization has not yet been completed. It is proba- 
ble that officers will be elected within the next two weeks and 
that articles of incorporation will be filed with the secretary ot 
State soon. 

The building occupied by the company in this city is right in 
the heart of the railway center where excellent shipping facilities 
-can be secured. Kalamazoo is within 36 hours of Chicago by fast 
freight and the company plans to give its patrons ideal service. 

The new owners expect to make this a jobbing house which 
will be recognized as such. Mr. Prosser declares the opportunities 
are very great here owing to excellent shipping facilities and the 
nearness to paper mills. All grades of paper will he handled. 


Three Wick's Boilers Going Into Rex Plant 

Within another two weeks the three big boilers to be used by 
‘tthe Rex Paper Company will have been placed and ready for use. 
The foundation work has been completed and the boilers, which 
were purchased from the Wicks Boiler Company of Saginaw, are 
now on the ground. Each boiler has a capacity of 325 horsepower. 
‘Trusses are being placed for the roof over the coating end of the 
mill and it is expected that the roof will be completed nearly two 
weeks before it had been expected. Ideal building weather has 
favord the contractors putting up the mill and exceptional progress 
is being made. 


The Standard Is Building a Concrete Stack. 
Workmen this week began the construction of a new concrete 
chimney at the plant of the Standard Paper Company. It is ex- 
pected that the improvement will cost something like $3,000. The 
company in the past has experienced considerable trouble with 


stacks being blown over during heavy windstorms and to avoid 
future trouble of this kind and provide better draft for the boilers, 
the new stack is being put up. It will probably be finished in 
about two weeks. 


Two Truthful Hunters in the Trade 


Philip Baltz, vice-president and sales manager of the newly 
organized Rex Paper Company, and C. A. Hubbard, sales manager 
of the Bryant Paper Company, are back from a duck hunting trip 
up to Houghton Lake. Armed with everything necessary to shoot 
all the ducks in northern Michigan, these famed hunters returned 
to Kalamazoo with “narry a duck.” Mr. Hubbard admits they 
didn’t even see one to shoot at. Some of the associates of the 
two well-known paper men declare they didn’t dare fire their 
shotguns and that is the reason they came home empty handed. 


Artesian Wells Must Furnish 5,000,000 Gallons Per Day 

Contractors this week began driving the new wells that will 
furnish the Kalamazoo Paper Company with its water supply. 
Just how many wells will be necessary is not known but a sufficient 
number must be put down to furnish the company with over 
5,000,000 gallons of water each day. This is over twice as much 
water as used by the entire City of Kalamazoo. The city uses on 
an average of only 2,025,000 gallons every twenty-four hours. The 
Kalamazoo Paper Company has been taking its water out of the 
river but believing that a more pure supply can be secured from 
wells, the new pumps will be driven. In fact, tests already show 
that a much better supply can be secured from underground. Just 
how long it will take to do the work is not known owing to the 
fact that the contractors are unable to figure out how much water 
each well will be able to furnish.

IN THE MIAMI VALLEY 


There Is No Change in the Strike Situation This Week—The 
Manufacturers Affected Have Formed an Organization 
for Mutual Benefit and for the Welfare of Their Em- 
ployees—Frank C. Trowbridge of the Black-Clawson 
Company Elected President—The Writing Paper Manu- 
facturers’ Association to Meet in Dayton Next Monday— 
The Condition of Geo. H. Harvey, Who Was Accidental- 
ly Shot Last Week, Is Still Critical.

Dayton, Ohio, November 8, 1915.—The strike situation in Hamil- 
ton and Dayton remains much the same. There have been a few 
from the ranks who returned to work in local plants but they 
are holding out in Hamilton where the manufacturers this week 
took steps to protect their interests. 

Most of the manufacturers met and perfected an organization, 
such as exists in most cities, for their mutual benefit and the 
welfare of their employees. Much enthusiasm was manifested 
and it was evident that all of the manufacturers in attendance 
were in thorough sympathy with the movement, believing that 
there is great need of closer co-operation among them inasmuch 
as all of their interests are more or less identical. 

Frank C. Trowbridge, president of the Black & Clawson Com- 
pany, manufacturers of paper mill machinery, was chosen as presi- 
dent of the newly formed organization; A. Wood, vice-president ; 
Captain A. W. Margedant, Rentschler, 
treasurer. 

It is rumored that an effort is being made to get the employers 
and employees together to adjust their differences. It'is said that | 
the employees of one of the largest shops in Hamilton are ready: 
to return to work and settle their differences afterward. The 
Niles Tool Works employees are holding a meeting this week, ! 
and this may be the beginning of the end of what threatened to be | 
the most serious tieup in the history of the Miami Valley. 

A number of molders employed at the Platt Iron Works in this! 
city joined the strikers in Dayton during the week but the opera- 
tions of the plant were not seriously crippled.

The Charge That the John Strange Paper Company Got City 
Water Without Paying for It Was Proved to Be Due 
to an Oversight on the Part of the Menasha Water De- 
partment—The Benefit Association of the Kimberly-Clark 
Company to Help Pay Members Dental Bills, as Good 
Teeth Is Closely Connected with Good Health—‘‘Safety 
First’’ in the Logging Camps This Winter—All the Ills 
of Employees Chargeable to the Employers—John Strange 
Puts Senator Smith in the Presidential Race. 


[Prom OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

ArprLeton, Wis., November 9, 1915.—Charging that the Strange 
Paper Company at Menasha has been getting water from the city 
for nothing, the common council of that city last Thursday night 
requested that John Strange and his superintendent appear before 
that body and explain the situation. The explanation was easy. 
Neither Mr. Strange nor his superintendent knew of the exist- 
ence of a six-inch water main leading from the city main in the 
street to the Strange paper mill, and both gave ample proof in 
substantiation of their statement. There was no inclination on 
the part of the Strange company to secure water without paying 
for it, but it was simply an oversight on the part of the city water 
department at the time of the installation of the main that no 
meter was attached. The case was quickly disposed of when Mr. 
Strange volunteered to pay back water rental, the estimate of 
what the company owed the city to be based upon consumption 
of water in like plants in the city. 

Benefit Association to Help Pay Members’ Dental Bills 

“After studying the matter some months, and gaining informa- 
tion from the best available sources, we have finally convinced 
ourselves that there is a very intimate connection between teeth 
and health, and for that reason we recommended to the board of 
directors of the Mutual Benefit Association of the Kimberly- 
Clark Company that some sort of arrangement be made whereby 
the association will help take care of the dental bills of its mem- 
bers,” declared Frank S. Shattuck, welfare and safety man for 
the Kimberly-Clark Company, while telling me a couple of days 
ago of the new cog in the general efficiency wheel of that progres- 
sive corporation. 

Beginning at once, as a result of action taken at a directors’ 
meeting last Saturday afternoon, the Mutual Benefit Association 
will stand 25 per cent. of the dental bills of employees of the 
Kimberly-Clark Company up to a total of $25 per year. The com: 
pany plans to engage the services of a reputable dentist in towns 
where its mills are located, said dentist to give part of his morn- 
ings on two or three days a week to the examination and gen- 
eral inspection of teeth of such of the employees as desire work 
done. It will not be incumbent upon the employees to have the 
work done by the company’s dentists, but are privileged to patron- 
ize any reputable dentist they wish. The work to be done, how- 
ever, must be such as is recommended by the company dentist. 
Bills for such work must be submitted by the employee to the 
company dentist for “O. K.,” and when that is done 25 per cent. 
of the total up to $25 a year will be paid out of the general fund 
of the Benefit Association. A dental office will be established 
at each of the company’s mills. Some of the dentists have al- 
ready been engaged. Dr. Robert Purdy, of Appleton, will take 
care of the men at the Telulah and Atlas mills in this city, and 
the Kimberly mill at Kimberly, while Dr. Donovan will take care 
of the Neenah mills. 

“Safety First” in the Logging Camps 

“Safety First” will be the slogan in northern Wisconsin pulp 

wood camps during the coming winter. The Wisconsin Industrial 
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Commission announced a couple of days ago that it is now at 
work on a plan whereby every camp in the woods next winter 
will receive the benefit of a special safety policy that will be 
put forth by men in the employ of the commission, and com 
petent to direct the crews in such manner as will result in a re- 
duction of accidents to a minimum. As a result of the proposed 
campaign it is not expected any of the “jacks” will be coming 
out of the woods next spring with one or no legs, with an arm 
off or an eye out. 

In appealing to the lumbermen to prevent accidents, the indus- 
trial commission has gone right to the point by telling workmen, 
just how most of the accidents in the woods have occurred in 
former years. It is said to be a fact that in former years most 
of the accidents in logging camps have been the result of careless- 
ness, and are of the preventable kind. If that is a fact, it is 
expected the coming winter will see a lot fewer accidents, with 
the result that crews will be more efficient, and employers will 
have less liability in the matter of compensation and insurance. 

The head of a well known pulp wood supply company, who was 
here a couple of days ago, when asked for his opinion regarding 
the recent announcement of the state commission, declared there 
is ample field for work along this line. Lumbermen in his opinion 
have annually become more careless in their work, or they are 
not as efficient as they used to be. “One or the other of these 
two conditions is the cause of the increased number of accidents 
in the woods,” declared the pulp wood dealer. “I am frank to 
admit we don’t get the calibre lumberman in the woods now we 
used to have fifteen or twenty years ago,” continued the pulp 
wood dealer, “and that may have a lot to do with the increased 
nutfiber of accidents. The real old-time lumber jack, who knew 
every detail of the work in the woods, is a thing of the past. The 
fellows we get today are ‘city fellows,’ and not brought up, so to 
speak, in the game of lumbering.” 

All Ills of Employees Chargeable to Employers 

John Maluchnik—or, rather, his lawyers—think it is 
$50,000 to have “osteomyelitis.” 

Tho prove the above statement it is only necessary to say that 
last week depositions were taken at Stevens Point in preparation 
for the beginning of a damage suit in which the aforesaid John 
is suing the Wisconsin River Paper & Pulp Company for the 
aforesaid $50,000. 

Maluchnik declares he was for some time employed by the Wis- 
consin Paper & Pulp Company. His work, he says in his com- 
plaint, was such that his clothing was wet most of the time. He 
remained at his work as long as his health would permit, he says, 
and then took to his bed to await development of the awful thing 
mentioned in the lead paragraph. And now comes a Milwaukee 
legal firm with the demand for $50,000, contending the responsi- 
bility for Maluchnik’s present condition is traceable to the paper 
company. The case will be tried some time in December. 

With typhoid fever being classified as an accident, responsi- 
bility for which rests with the employer, and mill companies 
charged with responsibility for the encroachment upon workmen 
of a thing like “osteomyelitis,” is it not quite proper to ask 
“where does the employer get off?” 

John Strange Grooming Senator Smith for Presidential Race 

Ex-Lieutenant Governor John Strange, of Menasha, head of 
the Strange Paper Company of that city, and otherwise promi- 
nently affiliated with the paper and pulp industry of this state, is 
out hard and strong for Senator William Alden Smith, of Michi- 
gan, as the next Republican candidate for the Presidency of the 
United States. In an interview with Mr. Strange a couple of days 
ago he gave many reasons for favoring Mr. Smith.

Obituary 


Henry Allen Butterfield 

Henry Allen Butterfield, vice-president of the Butterfield- 
Barry Company, box board dealers at 79 Crosby street, New 
York City, died last week at his home, No. 91 Marlborough road, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. He was born in Winchester, N. H., eighty- 
three years ago. At the age of 20 he set out for California by 
way of the Isthmus of Panama in search of gold. He reached 
his destination, although he had to walk across Panama, but 
found no gold. During the Civil War he served under Col. 
Bowie in a regiment of California volunteers. Most of his fight- 
ing was against the Indians. In 1868 he returned East and 
founded the firm of which he was a member until his death. 
Two sons and a daughter survive him. 


John E. Aldrich 

John E. Aldrich, president of the Des Moines Paper Box 
Manufacturing Company, Des Moines, Ia., died recently at his 
home, 4210 Pleasant street. His death is attributed to heart 
trouble. He was 56 years old. 

Mr. Aldrich was born in New York state April 3, 1859. His 
first occupation after he had finished school was in a planing mill 
under the direction of an uncle. After several years he estab- 
lished a paper and cigar box factory at Elmira, N. Y., which he 
conducted for six years. 

Having an opportunity to dispose of his business at a profit, 
he did so, and in 1890 went to Des Moines. 

In 1901 the firm of which he was the head was incorporated 
under the title of the Des Moines Paper Box Manufacturing 
Company, and in 1909 the large building which it occupies was 
constructed. 

Andrew J. Brower 

Andrew J. Brower, one of the earliest paper makers in Fox 
River Valley, and well known throughout the industry in the 
state of Wisconsin, died at the Wisconsin Veterans’ Home at 
Waupaca last week, after an illness of only about ten days. 
Andrew Brower was born at Broadalbin, N. Y., February 17, 
1842. At the age of 18 years he enlisted in the Seventh New 
York, or “Black Horse Cavalry,” an independent organization 
which went to Washington, but was never sent forward.

When the Badger mills burned to the 
ground he went with Col. Frambach to Cheboygan, Mich., where 
he :was employed in the Cheboygan Paper Company’s mill as su- 
perintendent for several years, until retiring from active work. 


George C. Whitney

Boston, Mass., November 8, 1915.—George C. Whitney, presi- 
dent and treasurer of the George C. Whitney Co., of Worcester, 
died at his home at 15 Trowbridge Road, in that city, on No- 
vember 8, atthe age of seventy-three years, from spinal trouble, 
after two years’ illness. He was born in Westminster, Mass., 
and attended the schools of that town for three terms. Later, 
coming to Worcester, he attended the Worcester Academy for 
a short time. During the Civil war he enlisted from Worcester 
in Company F of the 51st Massachusetts Regiment, serving dur- 


ing 1863 and 1864.

He was 
prominent in church work, and was a deacon in the First Baptist 
Church of Worcester for 30 years, and for 25 years was super- 
intendent of its Sunday school. He is a former president of the 
Boston Baptist Social Union. Mr. Whitney also served as a 
member of the board of aldermen for two terms, and was presi- 
dent of the Worcester Y. M. C. A. for a like period. He was 
chairman of the American Baptist Foreign Missionary Society, a 
member of the state executive committee of the Y. M. C. \. di- 
rector of the Worcester Merchants’ National Bank, trustee of the 
Worcester Mechanics’ Savings Bank, and president of the board 
of trustees of Old Ladies’ Home of that city.

Removing the debris after a big conflagration and building and 
equipping a mammoth paper mill, with adjoining office building, 
in record time is the accomplishment of Case Brothers, Inc., of 
Manchester, Conn., whose big paper mill was wiped out by fire 


on the night of March 13. To furnish employment for those 
who were thrown out of work at the mill the firm gave all who 
desired it work in removing the ruins.

FROM THE TORONTO DISTRICT 


Some Relief from Dye Scarcity Promised 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, November 8, 1915.—Some slight relief from dye trou- 
bles is promised in a message just received by Mr. R. G. Allder, 
Toronto representative of John Dickenson & Son, the London, 
England, makers of stationery, writing paper, covers, etc. A 
new tinted stock suitable for half-tones, catalogues, etc., has been 
turned out in their mills, and it is claimed that for the first time 
the dyes used in coloring the paper were made on British soil. 
They were of a vegetable character. 

The same mail brought word of an advance of 5 per cent. on 
everything turned out by the mills. The reason for this chiefly is 
that they are running night and day and far behind the demand. 
An order given in Toronto a few days ago for half a million 
envelopes, on cable advice couldn’t be delivered until February. 
The advance of 5 per cent. will not go into effect here until stocks 
on hand are exhausted. 

The conditions in this mill are duplicated all over England Mr. 
Allder told the Paper Trape JourNAL representative this afternoon. 
There has been a rapid and very extensive expansion in the manu- 
facture of goods formerly turned out by Germany, France and 
Belgium, such as light weight papers used in typewriting, etc., 
photographic papers, the rough paper for wall paper factories, 
box papers, etc. An effort will be made to continue this develop- 
ment in England after the war ends. 

The London house is like others in Canada and the United 
States, finding it impossible to supply certain colors. Reds, for 
instance, for covers, etc., are off the list, and greens and orange 
shades are in much the same position. One colored line that was 
&Y% cents 15 months ago is up to 13 cents. 


Another Pulp Mill on Vancouver Island? 


Court proceedings in Vancouver, B. C., have shown that Whalen 
Bros., of the B. C. Sulphite Fibre Co., Ltd., Howe Sound, are 
planning to erect another pulp plant at Quatsino Sound, where 
the Colonial Lumber & Paper Co. hold over 55,000 acres of pulp 
wood lands and water powers. 

Messrs. Whalen Bros. were seeking to prevent the Colonial 
company from selling their assets to Lester W. David, of Seattle, 
head of the Ocean Falls Company and others, as the Colonial 
shareholders the day before had voted to sell out to Mr. David on 
condition that a pulp mill was erected at once. Whalen Bros. in 
support of the application for an injunction stated that the 
Colonial shareholders had agreed on December 10, 1914, in return 
for securing a bond issue of $2,000,000 for a new company, pay- 
ment of a $50,000 deposit with the provincial government and 
agreeing to erect before July 31, 1917 a $800,000 stock mill—to 
hand over to the Whalens $823,000 of preferred stock and $1,- 
249,000 of crdinary stock in the new company. 


The Colonial Company in rebuttal claimed that the Whalens, 


had forfeited their rights in not expending $50,000 on develop- 
ment work. 
An interim injunction was granted Whalen Bros. 


Summary of Twelve Months Imports and Exports 

Official returns published today of the trade of Canada show 
that for the 12 months ending August, 1915, there were imported 
from the United States $3,438,853 in “paper and manufactures of” 
and from the United Kingdom $991,927, a total of $4,627,756, com- 
pared with $7,281,748 for the previous 12 months. The exports of 
paper, however, are increasing enormously. For the 12 months 
ending August 31 last the exports of paper to the United States 
were $14,279,954 out of a total of $17,043,096, the latter compared 
with a total of only $14,085,080 for the previous year. 


FROM THE OTTAWA DISTRICT 
Considering Putting Wood Pulp on Contraband List 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Ottawa, Ont., November 9, 1915.—No steps have yet been taken 
by the government to have wood pulp declared contraband and 
its export from Canada, following on the recent announcement 
that German chemists are manufacturing explosives from wood 
fibre, forbidden. It is known, however, that such action is being 
If notification is received from the Imperial govern- 
ment that it has been decided to take such a step, the export of 


considered. 


wood pulp from Canada will be immediately forbidden by the 
Canadian authorities. 

There are grounds for believing that if such action is taken, 
the regulation will be so framed as to allow continued export to 
the United States, providing assurances that the goods will be 
consumed domestically within that country are given. This is 
now done in the case of nickel and also with wheat, certificates of 
destination being required, and similar action is expected to be 
taken with wood. pulp. The export of this commodity from 
Canada to the United States is large, chemical pulp to the value 
of $1,634,000 and mechanical pulp to the amount of $867,000 
having been sent to that country in the first four months of the 


present fiscal year. 


Asks Lower Freight Rates from Quebec to Winnipeg 


Lower freight rates on lumber and pulp and paper were among 
the revisions in tariffs on the National Transcontinental Railway 
from Quebec to Winnipeg requested by a large Quebec deputation 
which waited on the Dominion Government here last week. The 
delegation claimed that although the Transcontinental afforded 
a saving of 214 miles of distance, no reduction had been made in 
the freight rates between Winnipeg and Quebec. 

A memorial was presented to the government which stated that, 
“the first hundred miles of the line from Quebec westward pass 
through a populous agricultural district while the next 200 smiles 
follow the valley of the St. Maurice, whose spruce forests and 
great waterpowers have created vast paper and other industries 
involving a capital expenditure of forty-eight millions of dollars 
and giving employment to nearly 88,000 men and the provincial 
government is now expending on this river $1,500,000 to increase 
the waterpower.” 


Fire Destroys Much Pulp Wood 


Large areas of pulp wood have been destroyed this year by 
fires which have occurred along the Hudson Bay railway, now 
under construction for the Dominion Government between Le Pas 
and Port Nelson, Man. It is estimated by the Conservation Com- 
mission that the burned area will total not less than 500,000 acres, 
causing a destruction of forest values amounting to $250,000 

An attempt to prevent fires in this district has been made by 
the Dominion Forestry Branch, which has appointed fire rangers, 
but their efforts have been only partially successful owing to the 
defective condition of the fire protective appliances on the railway 
engines.

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FROM THE MONTREAL DISTRECT 


Canada’s Largest Water Power Development 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontTreaAL, November 8, 1915—Henry Holgate; of* this city, 
one of Canada’s leading experts in water power develépment, 
gave an address here last week, before the Canadian Society of 
Civil Engineers, on the development of power on the St. Law- 
rence, near Montreal, by the Cedar Rapids Manufacturing & 
Power Company. He laid great emphasis on the fact that the 
St. Lawrence river must ever be primarily conserved for deep 
water navigation, and the opinion he expressed on this point is 
regarded as valuable in view of the great schemes mooted both 
in Canada and the United States for the development of the 
whole power of the St. Lawrence river. On this point he quoted 
with approval from the report of the International Waterways 
Commission of 1910, showing how wonderfully nature regulates 
the flow of the river, and said he thought the last sentence of the 
Commission on the subject was very impressive, namely, that “ ‘no 
work of man ever has approached or ever will approach this per- 
fection of regulation.’” 

“Primarily,” continued Mr. Holgate, “of course, the river must 
serve the purposes of navigation; and by this is meant not only 
the present demands of navigation, but any demands that in the 
future may be made upon it. This means, that in order to safe- 
guard the interests of the future, we must keep before us the 
possibility of the deep navigation channel being in the river itself 
and not wholly in a system of lateral canals, and no works in the 
river should be permitted which will prejudice future develop- 
ment of navigation on a deep water scale.” 

The above view, it may be said in passing, undoubtedly repre- 
sents the educated public opinion in Canada, in regard to all 
schemes for power development in the St. Lawrence. 

In Mr. Holgate’s address the interesting claim is made that the 
Cedar Rapids Plant has the largest water wheels in the. world, 
and is a striking example of great water power harnessed. At 
the present time 100,000 horse power is being generated, 10,000 
more will be added by the end of this year, and the total capacity 
when completed will be 160,000 horse power. The plant is the 
largest in Canada in single development. 

He described the country adjacent to Cedar Rapids as typical 
of the St. Lawrence Valley. Dealing with the size of the flow 
of the St. Lawrence River through these points, he said: “Un- 
der natural conditions there was a flow of above 80,000 feet per 
second passing between Isle aux Vaches and Pointe des Cedres. 
It is proposed ultimately to cut off from this flow 56,000 c. f. s. 
which will be used for power development purposes, and the 
remaining 24,000 feet per second will be diverted, and will flow 
to the south of Isle aux Vaches, joining the main channel of the 
river.” Continuing, he said: 

“The total power which may be developed at Cedar Rapids, 
under the above conditions, is what can be provided by 56,000 
cubic feet of water per second under a head of 32 feet, and this 
is equivalent to about 150,000 horse power at the outgoing ter- 
minals of the power house.” 

Speaking of the fact that the full amount of power will be 
constant for every minute during the day, he said, “These favor- 
able conditions are unique in hydro-electric developments.” 


Terms of Quebec’s Water Power Rights 
Owing to numerous inquiries, the Provincial Government has 
found it necessary to make a public announcement of the con- 
ditions of granting water power rights in the province of Quebec. 
To obtain authorization for the utilization of water power, appli- 
cation must be made to the Minister of Lands and Forests, 


Quebec. What are termed “emphyteutic” leases are granted for 
water falls of over 200 h. p., the conditions being on the follow- 


ing lines! The duration of the lease is from 25 to 99 years, ac- 
cording to the importance of the water power and the amount of 
capital required to develop it. Payment of a yearly rental, which 
does not vary during the term of the lease, for the land granted. 
An additional yearly charge of from 10 to 35 cents per horse 
power, according to the geographical situation of the site of the 
water power, such charge being payable from the time power is 
produced. This charge is subject to revision every 21 years, 
counting from the signing of the contract. A delay of two years 
is allowed for beginning the works, and two further years for 
producing power. 


Riordon Company Buys Saw Mill 

The Riordon Pulp & Paper Company, of Montreal, has pur- 
chased the old Foster saw mill at Haileybury. It is to be fitted 
up for rossing pulp wood for the company's Merriton plant. It is 
stated that the purchase of this mill is a preliminary to the estab- 
lishment of pulp and paper works at Haileybury, as was proposed 
by the company prior to the war. This, however, is purely 
conjecture, and there are no indications that the company will 
undertake such a venture in the near future. 


Canada’s Remarkable Trade Revolution 

The pulp and paper industry in Canada is just beginning to feel 
the good effects of the remarkable trade revival which is under 
way. The indications are that the coming winter will be one of 
the most prosperous in the history of the country, although this 
is, of course, somewhat offset by the prospect of heavy war taxa- 
tion, to pay for the great share Canada is taking in the European 
conflict. Hon. W. T. White, minister of finance for the Dominion, 
in a speech in Montreal a day or two ago, declared that not only 
had Canada got the greatest general agricultural crop in her 
history, but that this crop would be fully $300,000,000 more valu- 
able than that of last year. This means a total value of between 
$800,000,000 and $900,000,000. As to the business revolution 
effected by the war, he said that whereas Canada had an adverse 
balance of trade in 1913 of $300,000,000, this had been changed to 
a favorable trade balance of $64,000,000 for the first six months 
of the present fiscal year, with proportionate increases as the 
months went on. Canada was raising altogether 250,000 soldiers 
for overseas service. These cost the Dominion $1,000 a year each 
to drill, equip and maintain, so that Canada will soon be spending 
$250,000,000 a year on war. With an increased production of 
one, two, or three hundred million dollars a year, however, he 
figured out that Canada would with comparative ease be able to 
pay an additional ten or twenty million dollars a year in interest 
and still prosper with ever-increasing prosperity. Mr. White's 
speech has had a most reassuring effect on the business outlook. 


Parliamentary Party Visits International Falls Mills 

The Parliamentary and press party who inaugurated the trans- 
continental service over the Canadian Northern Railway, paid a 
visit to the mills of the International Falls Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany at Fort Frances, Ont., on their return journey last Sunday. 
The provincial laws do not permit of work on Sunday, but the 
company had sent to the provincial authorities for permission to 
run them so that the large party, consisting of 150 senators, mem- 
bers of Parliament, and newspaper men might see the process 
When the party arrived, therefore, the plant, which is a large and 
modern one, was turning out newsprint. One portion of the plant 
is in the United States and the other in Canada. The latter sup- 
plies the Canadian West. Officials of the company stated that busi- 
ness was good, and that the plant had been running close to ca- 
pacity for some time.

a cord. 

The company has itself a land grant of 2,000,000 acres of the 
finest land. Not only will the pulpwood on this be placed on the 
market as it is cut, but the pulpwood on the millions of acres of 
Crown lands as well. Already cruising parties for ‘the company 
have reported that 10,000,000 cords of pulpwood is immediately 
available for the market close to the line of railway. This is not 
counting the vast supplies along the line of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, a little farther to the north. 

The cutting of this pulpwood will begin this fall, and will be 
continued throughout the winter. This pulpwood will be rossed, 
and will then be marketed in the raw state. But the plans do not 
end there. The company has a scheme for establishing huge pulp 
mills,. one of them at Nipigon Bay, on Lake Superior, some ninety 
miles east of Port Arthur, and the other at Key Harbor.

PortLanp, Me., November 9, 1915.—The first cargo of china 
clay to arrive in Portland harbor since the English Government 
removed the embargo was that which arrived in the Norwegian 
steamer Skrymer, now discharging in this port. Resumption of 
shipments is hailed with pleasure by the New England paper 
manufacturers who received their shipments through Portland 
before the embargo. 

It would be hard to mistake the Skrymer for an English boat, 
or for anything else that is liable to capture, for on each side of 
the vessel, in letters not less than 10 feet long,«are the words, 
Skrymer, Norge, with a copy of the Norwegian flag about 15 
feet from the bow and stern painted on the sides of the vessel. 
The ship left Barry, England on October 19, and had a fair trip 
across the ocean, with no untoward incidents of any kind. The 
ship is chartered to load from Philadelphia for Christiania and 
will gd there when discharged.

War Department to Use Fibre Cases in Part at Least 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. |] 


WasuincTon, D. C., November 8, 1915.—While no_ report has 
yet been compiled by the Board of Officers of the War Department 
relative to its investigation into the packing box question, your 
correspondent is reliably informed that the fibre and paste board 
box people are going tc supersede the lumber box people in fur- 
nishing some of the packing cases. 

A member of the board states that the fibre boxes will be used 
for the shipment of woolen underwear and other light weight 
materials. These materials have always, up to the time of these 
recent tests, been shipped in heavy wooden containers, on which 
a high freight rate was charged. 

The officers say that the only fault they have to find with the 
fibre boxes is the rough handling that they have to endure in 
the field service. Also the fact that many times they are caught 
in heavy rains and necessarily do not stand up as well as the 
wooden box. The report probably will not be completed for a 
month yet, but the fibre box people will get a good share of the 
future business of packing boxes as purchased by the Quarter- 
master General’s Office, U. S. A. 


Freight Being Handled Despite the Strike 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

1915.—Although the strike of the 
freight handlers on the Boston railroads is still causing some un- 
certainty in regard to shipments and irregularity of delivery, it 
has not handicapped trade seriously as yet. The railroads appear 
to have filled the places of the strikers with a sufficient number 
of men to take care of the situation. The freight handlers are 
making strong efforts through the Central Labor Union to 
secure the calling of an immediate general strike of all branches 
of organized labor affected in any way by the freight handlers’ 
strike. At the meeting of the Central Labor Union held yester- 
day action along this line was prevented by the arguments of 
President Harry P. Jennings and other members of the C. L. U. 
and Teamsters’ committees, in whose hands the conduct of the 
strike now rests. President Jennings asked that no action of 
this nature be taken until another conference scheduled for today 
was held with the railroad officials, after which a special meeting 
will be called on Tuesday or Wednesday which will be attended 
by a delegate from each and every allied and outside union organ- 
ization of Greater Boston. In the hands of this committee has 
been left power to order sympathetic strikes or such other action 
as they see fit.

The Effect of Different Ways of Felting 

ANSWER TO No. 2138.—The chief functions of the wet presses 
and felts are to remove from the web of paper as much water as 
possible, and also to knit more firmly together the fibres of which 
the sheet is composed. The felting of a sheet of paper has prac- 
tically no effect upon the color, excepting in instances where a 
change is made from one deep color to another, as from blue to 
red, in that case the felts will affect the new color a little until 
they become with the same color as is being run. The felting 
of the paper has much to do with the finish. The effect of run- 
ning the sheet through three presses is to equalize the surfaces 
of the sheet on both sides, that is, it tends to make both sides of 
the sheet look alike in finish, When the paper leaves the wire 
it is naturally smoother or looks smoother on the wire side than 
it does on the top side, therefore to even matters up, the rough 
looking top side of the sheet gets the benefit of the top smooth 
rolls of the first and third presses, while the smooth looking wire 
side receives the pressure of the first and third felts. Therefore 
in equalizing the surfaces of the sheet you give the rough top side 
two smooth press rolls, and the smooth wire side only one smooth 
roll, the second press. The effects of the presses upon the loading 
is very slight. Some of the clay or other filler is lost by being 
pressed out with the water, especially at the first press, while some 
loss is also incurred by adhesion to the top press roll. 

The effect of felting upon the texture of the sheet is very im- 
portant. The action of the press rolls causes the fibres, clay and 
other materials to be bound or knitted closely together, giving to 
the sheet a great strength which it would not possess if it did not 
go through the process of felting.

laid mark you must have the stock in the proper condition so you 
can make a perfectly closed sheet, but on soft stock, which is heav- 
ily loaded, you must not have it so short that the fibres will allow 
the bars of the laid mark to fold over or stick up too much. If 
you have a good furnish with little loading you can stand to 
run your stuff much shorter than you could in the same furnish 
with twice as much loading. But the main thing is to close your 
sheet perfectly, and if you do that a good laid mark is assured. 
In manipulating the dandy you must have a good stiff support 
underneath in the form of a tube roll. 
dried rule as to the position of this roll.

Best results can be ob- 
tained by experimenting with it on the different grades of stock 
which you run. In some cases the dandy may be lightly weighted 
on each end to cause the mark to cut in deeper. Weight your 
couch rolls fairly heavy and use plenty of weights on the first and 
third presses. In some cases a suction roll will make a better laid 
mark than a couch roll and in other cases, such as when very soft 
stock is being used, the couch roll will produce the better laid 
mark. I will endeavor to explain why this is so. 
very soft stock is used and the bars of the laid mark stand up very 
high with some slightly folded over, the effect on such an im- 
pression of passing through couch rolls is to flatten the whole thing 
out evenly, or so close to it, that it would be difficult to detect the 
bars that are folded and those that are not. The weighting of 
the presses continues to help this process out. Now the action 
of the suction roll on these same bars is that it “sets” in that po-

sition more firmly than ever by removing a great portion of the 
water from the sheet, thereby causing the sheet to enter the first 
press in a comparatively dry state and the first press cannot level 
these folded bars when they are dry, in the same effective manner 
in which the couch rolls do it.

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Bailroad Rates on Paper 


The managers of the different traffic associations in the trade 
are now engaged in a very important contest with the railroads 
in regard to the classification of the various kinds of paper for 
rate making purposes. Some details of the controversy are given 
on page 8 of this issue. 
in the East at least, who have not 


joined in the movement for a sensible basis for rate-making 


As those manufacturers, 


still have an opportunity to make their influence felt, we suggest 
that they attend the conference which will begin at the Vander- 
bilt Hotel tomorrow, Friday morning, and continue in session 
until Monday morning. Those that can not attend should at 
least write to the traffic men who will be at the hotel, stating 
their views and their willingness to co-operate with a view to a 
better adjustment of rates on their product. In order to make 
the contention of the traffic men effective, paper men should 
present a solid front in this matter. 

As will be noted in the news story on page 8, the railroad rate 
makers propose to fix rates on paper according to the names of 
the different kinds and the raw materials used in them. By this 
method the railroad men naturally constitute themselves the 
judges of the product of the different paper mills. That is, 
they assume a knowledge of the principal raw materials that go 
to make up the finished sheet and are supposed to know what 
proportion of each raw material is used in the hundreds of different 
kinds of paper which the railroads transport. 

Now, as it is a notorious fact that paper men themselves can 
not tell the furnish of a sheet, except in the most general sort ofa 
way, the assumption of this knowledge on the part of the rail- 
road men is simply ridiculous. A schedule of rates based on the 
specifications used in making the various kinds and grades of 
paper might be all right if the freight agents could be supplied 
with a copy of instructions to the beaterman in each case. With- 
out this we can not see how the freight agent is to tell whether 
ground wood is the chief ingredient of a shipment, or whether 
sulphite, jute, rags or old papers constitute the body of the fin- 
ished sheet. 

One way, and the only one, that we know of that could make 
such a rate making method equitable would be to hold up all 
shipments till a laboratory test can be made of each lot of paper. 
There may be some other way, but if there is we don’t know of 
it. We are, however, willing to learn, and are likewise anxious 
to keep others out of trouble. And in this connection we can 
not conceive of a worse mix-up than a hearing on a protested 
rate under the rate-making method proposed by the railroads. 
The contradictory testimony of the alienists in the Harry Thaw 
case was a mild difference of opinion between two groups of 
eminent professional gentlemen who happened to be retained by 
opposing interests in comparison with what would happen in a 


closely contested case in which the ingredients of a paper shipment

were in question. We doubt if any two paper men called as 


witnesses would agree as to what the sheet contained. This 


being the case how then is it going to be possible to make and 
enforce rates based on the kinds of paper and their ingredients? 
The solution of the problem is to fix the rate in accordance 


with the value of the paper at the mill. This is the proposal ot 


the traffic men connected with the paper industry. [t seems, how- 


ever, that the railroad men are afraid to bring this proposal 
of the paper men to the attention of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission lest that body should require the same adjustment 


of rates on other articles. But despite the fears of the carriers 


the paper men should be able to show the absolute folly of basing 


rates on the raw materials used in making the various kinds 


of paper. 


Economy Not Always Wealth 


If the commercial interests of the country are to profit by the 


return of prosperity there must be the freest possible inter- 


course between the various sections of the country, and for that 


matter with the rest of the whole world. The principle means 


of communication being the mails, there should be no cur- 


tailment in the excellent service, which until recently, char- 


acterized the Post Office Department.

The complaints of business men for a number of months past 


other mail matter. suffer in many ways. 
have led to the belief that the government is making an effort 
to economize in .its most important department, touching the 


business of the nation. No greater mistake could possible be 


made. And now that the wheels of industry have again begun 
to hum, the necessity of rapid communication is more impera- 
tive than for the past year at least. 

If economy must be practiced, then that part of the service 
where time is not essential should be curtailed somewhat, but 
under no circumstance should the business interests of the big 
cities be imperiled by slowing up on the mail schedules. In the 
Rural Free Delivery sections the element of time is of secondary 
importance, today’s paper being just as welcome if delivered to- 
morrow as it is if delivered three hours after the edition is off 
the press. This, 


as the pace in business offices is a fast one and must be kept 


however, is not the case with business matters, 
up to top-notch speed in order to make enough money to keep 
the machinery going. 

For the Post Office Department to cut down on train service 
and to cut out a delivery or two a day, and to take other means 
of economizing is a very grave error. But if such things have 
to be to keep Uncle Sam out of bankruptcy it is hoped that the 
government will retain in the service the men who can make a 
showing, even when their hands are tied; only the veterans can 
do this. @ 

It is sincerely hoped that the government will lend its powerful 
assistance to business men in their present effort to make up for the 
great losses of the past year. If this is done the returns to the 
Post Office Department in the wayeof money for stamps will 


surely reimburse the government for any extra outlay that may be

\ recent issue of the Star, of Glens Falls, N. Y., publishes the 
following statements of a prominent man in the trade, which 
cover the present market situations fairly well and reinforce the 
the statements made in recent editorials in the Paper TRADE 
JOURNAL: 

“Prices on domestic pulp have also advanced, but not to the 
extent of the foreign supply,” said a manufacturer in discussing 
the situation. “Domestic manufacturers are endeavoring to sup- 
ply the demand, but they are handicapped in that they are not 
equipped to turn out quantities sufficient to replace the vast 
amount that was formerly imported. It takes fully two years to 
build a pulp mill, and by that time it is safe to predict that the 
war will be ended, so that few plants are being contemplated. 

“The

rag market is working in close harmony with the pulp 
To a certain extent the same conditions which caused 
the upheaval in the pulp market have created an unprecedented 
advance in the price of rag stock. A strong demand fer rags now 
prevails. This is due largely to scarcity of rags and the lack of 
stock may be traced almost directly to the falling off of imports 
during the last year. Then, too, the roofing mills were never so 
busy as they are at present. A general revival of building opera- 
tions throughout the country has created a heavy demand for 
roofing material, and the roofing mills have been greedily buying 
up every pound of the lower grades of rags that has been avail- 
able.

The high price of chemicals is due largely to the fact that 
many of the chemicals used in the manufacture of paper are 
being consumed in the manufacture of ammunition for the Euro- 
pean nations now at war. The price of ammonia has increased 
fully 25 per cent. It is practically impossible to obtain certain col- 
ors, and those that are obtainable are selling for a higher price than 
formerly. The domestic dyestuff manufacturers are trying to 
produce substitutes for the German aniline colors which are no 
longer available because of the embargo of shipping between 


Germany and the United States. 


Great Trade tinprovement 


“The outstanding feature of the business situation in October 
has been the fact that all trade has been unmistakably better,” 
Says the National City Bank in its Bulletin for November, just 
issued. “We expressed the opinion two months ago that as the 
Season for fall trade came on the country would swing into a broad, 
general staté of activity, and that expectation has been realized. 
Every part of the country now sends good reports, and the contrast 


they make with the conditions of a year ago is calculated to inspire 
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the most profound sentiments of relief, satisfaction and gratitude. 

“The South, which a year ago was prostrate, with cotton selling 
at seven cents per pound or less, has regained its footing and its 
courage. Although this year’s cotton crop is smaller by possibly 
more than twenty-five per cent., the total value will be higher than 
last year’s, and it has been raised at a considerably lower cost. 

“The metal mining industry of the West, which was badly crip- 
pled a year ago, is now in full swing. There is enormous activity 
in the production of copper, lead and zinc; it is now up to capacity 
of the mines and smelters, and in the case of zinc the smelter capa- 
city is being materially increased. So far as agriculture, stock 
raising and mining go the West is exceedingly prosperous. 

“The iron and steel industry has expanded steadily and rapidly 
in the past six months until the production of basic materials is 
now surpassing all records, although some lines of finished goods 
are not in normal demand. There is a broad general improvement, 
the point has been reached where the fear of not being able to get 
deliveries is stimulating purchases, and prices are advancing in 
many lines to the best figure realized in recent years. 

“Current railway earnings and bank clearings are now comparing 
with the subnormal figures of a year ago, and show heavy gains, for 
Al-

One of the most difficult and, at the same time, important as- 
pects of safety work in industrial plants is to place before the 
persons you wish to reach, suitable safety instructions and warn- 
ings in such a manner that these instructions and warnings will 
be read, understood and heeded. 

In the discussion which follows, the writer will endeavor to 
present briefly the methods employed in the four mills of the com- 
pany with which he is connected, to bring before the employees 
the dangers incident to their every day work, make them think 
constantly of “Safety First” and act accordingly. No attempt will 
be made to deal with a lot of generalities bearing on the subject 
under discussion, nor to suggest rules or methods applicable to all 
conditions which exist or may arise in paper mills, but rather to 
recite personal experiences in the hopes that the way may be 
opened for an exchange of ideas and experiences beneficial to all, 
as this is the true function of the Round Table Meeting. 

It may be well to explain at the start that early in the present 
year, the company with which the writer is connected instituted a 
safety first campaign and followed in general the recommenda- 
tions of the National Safety Council, as to organization and pro- 
cedure. 

It has been our experience and doubtless that of most com- 
panies which have instituted the safety movement in their plants, 
that, to the majority of industrial workers, “Safety First” means 
largely the safeguarding of machinery and other plant equipment. 
Our main efforts, therefore, are necessarily exerted in an endeavor 
to show these people that important as safeguards are, other fea- 
tures are even more important, and the greatest of these is the 
education of the workers themselves. An important feature of 
such education is pointing out to the various classes of employees 
the specific dangers which they encounter day after day, but little 
realize. 


The methods employed thus far are as follows: 


FirstT—BULLETINS 


In each mill are bulletin boards upon which are posted bulletins 
furnished by the National Safety Council. In place of these bulle- 
tins drawings and sketches, made on tracing cloth and blue printed, 
are posted at frequent intervals. These drawings show parts of 
actual machinery or processes in the mills, and have printed on 
them matter relating to the particular danger which the drawing 
is intended to emphasize. We have found the drawings to be of 
much value in pointing out specific dangers, showing as they do, 
actual scenes or conditions that possess much human interest and 
are eagerly looked at by the employees, especially when first posted. 


SECOND—PRINTED INSTRUCTIONS 


It has been found advantageous to provide printed instructions 
which are permanently posted in various parts of the plants. One 
of the most important of these is, “Instructions for Operating Ele- 
vators,” which, printed in large type, framed and posted under 
glass at each elevator entrance, gives specific directions on the 
operation of elevators and forbids acts which may lead to danger. 
Other signs, printed and framed in similar manner, bearing on 
unsafe practices, cleanliness and orderliness, are likewise posted 
at various carefully selected points around the mills. 

In addition, typewritten instructions addressed to the heads of 
departments are frequently made out, and when drawn in the form 
of a personal letter, relating to a matter of particular interest to 
the recipient, have been found to be of much value particularly 
when written and signed by an executive officer of the company. 
At other times typewritten safety instructions or warnings are

copy at the earliest possible moment. 
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addressed to all employees or certain departments and posted on 
bulletin boards. 


THIRD—SIGNS 


Signs are being used in increasing numbers both in and out of 
doors to point out particular dangers. These signs are made of 
wood having black letters on a white background with the familiar 
red ball danger signal occupying the center of each sign. Par- 
ticular attention is given to the wording of these signs, that they 
may be brief, easily read at a reasonable distance, concise, and 
readily understandable. Signs like these, posted in various rooms 
and at dangerous points outside, cannot fail to attract the worker's 
eye frequently and impress upon him or her the importance of care 
at all times. 

The fear of even a slight accident resulting from disregard 
of a big sign nearby is often deterrent to the chance taker, for no 
man wants to run the risk of receiving the jibes of his fellow 
workmen under such circumstances, and the psychological effect 
is undoubtedly good. In order to make signs understood by every- 
one due regard must be paid to the fact that not all of the em- 
ployees read English. 


FourTH—SAFETY COMMITTEES 

One of the most vital parts of an industrial safety organization, 
we believe, is the local safety committee, for if properly developed, 
the committee can accomplish an immense amount of good. It 
has been found to our advantage to divide each mill into sections 
and allot to each member of the local safety committee a particular 
section during his term of service on the committee. He is ex- 
pected to visit all parts of his allotted territory at frequent inter- 
vals, observe all conditions which make for or against safety, and 
take immediate action or report his findings to a higher authority. 

Here we have found one of the most positive and satisfactory 
means of reaching the individual employee. By properly instruct- 
ing the committee members, it is possible to bring before employees, 
who may be habitually careless or indifferent to safety motives and 
otherwise difficult to reach, a message which will appeal to their 
reason coming, as it does, from one of their fellow employees and 
thus produce results otherwise unobtainable. 

FirTH—PUBLICATIONS 

There are many industrial concerns which issue at stated inter- 
vals some kind of a publication that reaches the employees. This 
is a most excellent means of appealing directly to each individual 
worker, and full advantage is taken of a publication issued 
monthly, in the form of a booklet, to issue safety instructions, 
point out specific dangers, and appeal to the rank and file for their 
co-operation and best efforts. 

A means is also provided for each employee to submit for pub- 
lication any views he may hold, or suggestions he may have to 
offer along lines of safety, and points are thus frequently brought 
out which, under other circumstances, would lie dormant. 

It goes without saying that the above suggestions do not com- 
prise all methods of issuing safety instructions and warnings prac 
ticed in paper plants, and it would probably be impossible to gather 
such in one short treatise, but those mentioned are all of a simple 
but practical nature and are being employed successfully at the 
present time.

The fact that the Vesuvius Oxidizing Sulphur Burner is rapidly 
becoming popular with manufacturers of sulphite, seems to war- 
rant the conclusion that its merits are fully appreciated. The 
Valley Iron Works Company, of Appleton, Wis., which manufac- 
tures this burner, has sought in every way possible to produce 
a machine with an exceptionally high efficiency and which would 
meet the most exacting requisites of the pulp manufacturers and, 
from numerous tests, it is apparent that the Vesuvius burner “fills 
the bill’ in practically every respect. 

The Vesuvius Sulphur Burner is of the round, vertical type, 
the top of which forms a dome or so-called “cupola,” on top of 
which and ‘partly entering the burner is a melting kettle. The 
burner is constructed entirely of iron and is set up ‘vith a heat 
resisting brick lining. 

The inside of the burner is provided with a number of iron 
trays or shelves. For each tray and the bottom compartment, a 
door is provided for regulating draft and for cleaning purposes. 

The sulphur is placed in the melting pot at the top of the fur- 
nace and the burning molten sulphur flows in a continuous stream, 
dropping from tray to tray until it reaches the bottom compart- 
ment where the burning process is completed, and all ashes, dirt 
and other residue is collected. 

The gas outlet consists of two parts—an oblong 45 degree 
elbow, extending about 4% inches into the burner. This exten- 
sion forms an arch for the brick lining. The second part of the 
gas outlet consists of a round iron pipe, oblong shaped on one 
end to conform with the shape of the 45 degree elbow; the upper 
end of this pipe is slotted and serves as a combustion chamber; 
around this slotted pipe, resting on the projecting ring, is a cir- 
cular damper which regulates the final air inlet. 

The Vesuvius Sulphur Burner is provided with a heat resisting 























lining consisting of an inside fire brick wall, laid in a mortar com- 
posed of common brick molding clay and black molasses. This 
lining is adhesive and of great heat resisting properties. 

It is maintained that the Vesuvius Sulphur Burner will. con- 
sume and thoroughly oxidize a minimum of nine tons of sulphur 
every twenty-four hours. Considering this, it is noteworthy, 
indeed, that the machine should occupy a floor space of only six 
by six feet or thirty-six square feet 

No expert attention is required in the operation of the burner, 
nor are any scientific instruments required to determine the 
quality of the gas being produced, as this can be judged accurately 
by the color of the flame in the combustion chamber. The sulphur 
is placed in the melting pot at the top of the furnace and a fire 
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started on the uppermost of the series of trays. A handful of oiled 
waste is all that js necessary to start the process of melting the 
sulphur. The needlepoint valve in the bottom of the melting pot 
is opened ‘slightly, releasing the molten sulphur onto the flame 
below. As the sulphur begins to burn, the heat increases and as 
the melting pot is located in the hottest part of the burner the 
sulphur melts very rapidly. Gradually the valve is opened wider 
and wider and the burning, molten sulphur drips downward from 
tray to tray, back and forth, until it enters the bottom chamber 
of the burner, where the ashes and impurities collect. 

If the sulphur should be exceptionally dirty—so much so, in 
fact, that the down flowing liquid sulphur cannot carry the im- 
purities along, an occasional flushing of the burner is required. 
This is very easily accomplished as follows: Have the melting 
pot filled with sulphur, slow up on the feed until all the sulphur 





becomes melted and the lowest chamber is quite empty, then oper 
the valve wide and let the sulphur come down with a rush until 
the dirt is carried down to the bottom chamber. 

When the burner is shut down for cleaning, it will be found 
that every particle of sulphur has oxidized and absolutely noth- 
ing is left but ashes. 

Each of the five chambers is provided with a door of an up- 
ward swinging type, admitting the air from the lowest part of 
the doors. Each door is provided with a damper hole through 
which the flow of sulphur and the color of the flame can be ob- 
served. The air flowing against the flow of sulphur makes the 
sulphur burn very rapidly, From the burner the gases pass through 
a so-called combustion chamber, which consists of a slotted pipe 
with a damper arrangement wherein the sulphur fumes undergo 
a final combustion. 


For the past few weeks extensive alterations have been made 
in the mill of the Strathmore Paper Company, Woronoco, Mass. 
At the present time a new roof is being laid on this building to 
replace the old one which had become badly worn. New planking 
has been put in many of the rooms and practically everything that 
needed repairing has been thoroughly overhauled in order that 
there may be no delay in filling the large orders that are being 
constantly filed. A garage is being erected. It is much needed 
for many of those employed in the mills own machines and form- 
erly were compelled to leave them in the open, no matter what 
kind of weather prevailed.

Paper 
Trade conditions in the New York paper market continue brisk 
with prospects exceedingly bright. Reports from the mills 


throughout the country show that they are nearly all operating 
at a good capacity. The writing plants, which were so slow 
during the summer have finally fallen in line with the others 
and are running at an average of over eighty per cent. This 
compares well with the average capacity of little more than fifty 
per cent, which was true a few months ago. Much trouble is 
being caused by the freight question. The freight handlers’ 
strikes in different sections of the country have caused many 
delays and it is feared that this may spread. Jobbers throughout 
the city are doing well. They report October to have been a very 
satisfactory month—a remarkable improvement over the corre- 
sponding period of last year. It does seem, however, that many 
ot the jobbers are not fully alive to the actual state of affairs 
in the paper market, for while buying has become more liberal 
there is comparatively little fear about price advances. However, 
it does appear that nothing can save the market from going up. 
The many difficulties with which the manufacturers are coping 
must result in a greater return for their products. The chemical 
pulp and the rag markets, as will be noted below, are advancing 
almost as if without limitation. As can easily be calculated, 
this has resulted in an increase in the cost of manufacture. Of 
course, those mills which make their own pulp will not be so 
vitally affected, but they will find it necessary to follow the gen- 
eral trend. Exports have increased so much it is hardly likely 
the trade will witness any material decline in business for some 
time. In fact, indications all point to further improvement. 

Newsprint shows no sign of weakening. The market is 
firm and the demand continues brisk. Manufacturers feel that 
conditions are ideal for the contract season, which is about due 
now. The general belief is that, while news may not go much 
higher, it will hold its present stand for some time. Tissues are 
fairly firm and are brisk. Most of the tissue manufacturers re- 
port operating with orders ahead. Manila wrappings continue 
brisk and advancing. Manila plants are running at full capacity, 
and the products are sold ahead for the rest of the year. Fibers 
have improved considerably. Krafts have gone up in price and 
seem to be,getting ready for another advance. They are very 
active. Books are doing better and are shaping themselves so that 
normal prices are soon expected to prevail. 


Unbleached Sulphite Pulp 

The past week witnessed more advances in chemical pulps of 
all kinds. Now, more than ever before, does it seem likely that 
strong unbleached sulphite ‘will reach the 3 cent mark before 
the first of the year. When this prediction was first made, a few 
months ago, it was regarded with ridicule. At the present time, 
however, the seriousness of this possibility is realized and there 
is a general effort being made to cover for next year. Many mills 
are still holding out in the belief that present conditions are the 
result of an artificial boom and that prices will soon descend. 
Those manufacturers who understand the pros and cons of the 
situation and are willing to meet the demands of the pulp makers 
are finding much difficulty in getting stock. The fact is that no 
contracts are being made and that it is practically impossible 
to get stock for immediate shipment. The general outlook indi- 
cates that there will be a shortage of pulp and that prices will 
reach an unprecedented height. Importers fear that many of 


the pulp mills who are filling old contracts at the lower prices 
will be compelled to either declare their contracts void or shut 
down because of the enormous increase in the cost of manufacture. 





Bleached Sulphite Pulp 

This market is extraordinarily firm and advancing beyond im- 
agination. The fact is that importers and others look for a famine 
in bleached sulphite. Just now it is almost impossible to contract 
for bleaching powder, owing to the fact that the American produc- 
tion is sold ahead through the coming year. This chemical, which 
normally sells at about 1 1-4 cents a pound for spot shipment, is 
now difficult to secure at 5 1-2 cents a pound. Reports are in 
circulation that several of the domestic bleached sulphite makers 
have ceased operation on this stock, owing to their inability to 
get bleaching powder. 


Sulphates and Krafts 
Little that is new can be said of sulphates or krafts. 
both very active, i. e., 


They are 
there is a good demand for each. Krafts 
especially, are being sought by manufacturers. The makers of 
kraft papers are very busy and have consequently greatly increased 
their consumption of pulp. The prospects for future supplies 
of krafts are slim, at the present time. No encouragement has 
been received from abroad and the domestic makers are sold well 
ahead. Prices are advancing rapidly and have already reached 
2.25 cents. Even at these figures very little is being offered. 


Domestic Rags 

The situation in domestic rags is best understood when it is 
known that the dealers and packers are actually commanding their 
own prices and that the manufacturer must either pay the price 
or go without the goods. The unusual demand for roofing stock, 
which is partly responsible for present conditions, continues. In 
past years the roofing mills have had little to do during the months 
of December and January, during which period there was generally 
a lull in trade. This year, however, it appears that the export 
trade in roofing papers has increased to such an extent as to 
make it necessary for the mills to keep on operating until the 
domestic business becomes brisk again. The general shortage 
of roofing stock has made it necessary to use soiled whites and 
thirds and blues in order to meet the demand. This means 
that the writing mills will have less of their grades available. 
Just now the consumption of all grades is growing rapidly and 
prices are jumping in proportion. 


Foreign Rags 

This market grows firmer with time. Inquiry for stock is 
good, but there is little rags to be had. Imports are compara- 
tively small and actually present little figure when the general 
needs are considered. No encouragement for future supplies 
is received from abroad. In the first place, collections have been 
poor, owing to general conditions and the scarcity of labor. 
Then, again, the nations at war need their rags. 
advancing. 


Prices are all 


Bagging 
Bagging is moving skyward with remarkable rapidity. Stock 
is scarce and even at the advanced prices it is not possible to 
get more than limited supplies. Gunny is being quoted at 2 cents 
The other grades have advanced in proportion. Manila rope is 
active and going higher. Present quotations are about 2.90@3.25 


Old Waste Papers 

Old waste papers are in fair demand and prices are holding 
firm. Shavings of all grades are moving well and, in some cases, 
are getting better prices. Leédger stock is not very active, but a 
better demand is expected soon. Old krafts are rather scarce 
and there is not enough to be had to meet the needs. 


Mixed papers 
are fairly brisk.

General Market Review 


Holyoke—Many Evidences of Greater Activity 

Hotyoxe, Mass., November 9, 1915.—The recovery in the paper 
making business in these parts, while not yet devoid of irregularity, 
becomes more distinctly evident in its broadened progress, in the 
increased activity at all of the mills, and the boom at the freight 
yards. While the improvement so far has not brought up the 
business to a point which can be described as satisfactory from 
the manufacturer's viewpoint, mill men are optimistic concerning 
the future, and if conditions improve in the next thirty days as 
they have in the past, a complete revival will have taken place. 
The rapid advance during the past two months has been rather 
remarkable, especially during the past four weeks, and the com- 
ments on the situation are decidedly more cheerful. Inquiries are 
increasing and the volume of business done at the present time, 
Practically all of the 
mills, including the larger concerns, are running to 90 per cent 
or more of normal. Jobbers also report an increase in orders and 
amounts and collections show improvement. The local freight 
yard is feeling a great boom, another indication of the improve- 
ment in the paper business. Most of the shipping is outgoing, but 
both the outgoing and incoming freight is handled speedily. The 
dyestuff situation has not improved to any great extent, and papers 
of deep colors are difficult to obtain.

Philadelphia—Dealers Busy on Small Orders 

PHILADELPHIA, November 8, 1915.—Paper stock dealers report 
but very few inquiries being received; their orders are running 
about as they have been for the past month or two, but future 
business is generally based upon the number of inquiries. Box- 
board mills are all runinng full; box manufacturers are the busiest 
in the trade, and they are doing a much larger business than they 
did last year. Scarcity of imported rags is limiting the manufac- 
turing of roofing felts, and prices have consequently taken a jump 
with no immediate relief in sight; still further advances are ex- 
pected, and shortly, and they will keep on increasing for some time 
until the limit is reached.

Cuicaco, November 8, 1915.—Confidence is growing in paper 
circles, both mill and jobbing, that the turn of the tide has come 
and business is rapidly working back to normal. There is a 
marked contrast between conditions now and those prevailing a 
few weeks ago. The demand is improved on practically all grades 
of writings, bonds, ledger, book and news. Mill reports are in- 
clining toward optimism, due to the fact that the majority are 
working up to capacity and have orders ahead for three or four 
weeks, which affords ground for the belief that steady business is 
in sight. Wrappings are in good demand, and boxboard lines are 
steadier than they have been for a number of months, with the de- 
mand fairly strong. Improvement at mills has resulted in a better 
demand for old paper stocks, and dealers are reporting orders 
sufficient to take care of all incoming stock. 

Kalamazoo—All Predict Higher Prices 

KaLAMAzoo, November 8, 1915.—Higher prices for paper is the 
prediction made by practically every paper manufacturer in Kala- 
mazoo. Business during the past week has been good and manv- 
facturers say it will continue good. It is believed that paper 
jobbers realizing that next year will see higher prices for paper, 
are buying up as much as they can now so as to get the benefit of 
prevailing prices. The scarcity of unbleached sulphite and the 
difficulty of obtaining it in any amount is one of the reasons 
assigned for the probable raise in the price of paper, providing 
business conditions continue normal. Of course if business should 
next year prove to be worse than it has been in the past year, 
little change is expected. But all manufacturers are expecting 
business to continue about as it is now. Some of the mills are 
having difficulty in obtaining any coloring material and except that 
which has been contracted for, little paper is being made in colors. 


Montreal—The Outlook Bright; Big Demand for Sulphite 
MontTrREAL, Que., November 8, 1915.—The outlook continues to 


brighten in all branches of the pulp and paper industry. Perhaps 
the most marked feature at the present time is the active demand 
for the higher grades of sulphite pulp, in which there is consider- 
able shortage owing to the European supplies being practically cut 
off from this continent. Some of the pulp firms here are at the 
present time doing the biggest business in their history. As to 
the grades of sulphite suited for newsprint, manila, and board, 
these have not been in such active demand, but they are beginning 
to move out in bigger quantities. While improvement is noted in 
the paper trade generally, the full effect of the prosperity which is 
now beginning to be felt in the country, and in fact throughout 
the continent, has not yet reached it.

ALUM.—Ammonia alums continue active and, because of the 
shortage in potash alums, are getting much of the business formerly 
done in these grades. The market is firm with possibilities of 
further advances soon. Lump is now quoted at 4c.; ground can be 
had at 4%c., while powdered is going at 6@6%c. 

BLANC FIXE.—Very little change has been remarked in con- 
ditions in the blanc fixe market. Stock is scarce, owing to the diffi- 
culties in getting raw materials for manufacture. Some makers 
report that they are merely taking care of the wants of their cus- 
tomers. Prices are nominal—37g@4c. per pound, dry, New York. 
being quoted for limited supplies. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The tendency in this market is to 
become more acute. Stock has been sold ahead for all this year 
and practically the larger part of next year. Spot prices have 
advanced so high that it is almost impossible to get anything for 
less than 5%c. a pound. Imports for the month of August of 
this year show 265,537 pounds, as compared with 1,449,777 pounds 
for the same month last year. This is a great falling “off” and it 
has been continually growing greater. 

BRIMSTONE.—Conditions are very satisfactory in brimstone. 
A good demand is now current and prospects are promising. In- 
quiry from abroad continues good. Quotations for the week were 
‘$22 a long ton for New York delivery and $22.50 for Baltimore. 

CASEIN.—The fall flow of milk has made it a little easier to 
get spot shipments of casein in very limited quantities, but con- 
tracts are not being made. This can hardly be considered relief. 
The fact is that no relief is expected for some time. Prices are 
constantly advancing. Present quotations are about l6c., f. o. b. 
New York. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—Caustic potash continues fairly active 
with little or no changes. Prices for the week were about 40@45c. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—No relief has, as yet, been felt in caustic 
soda. The production is pretty well sold ahead and figures for 
spot shipments are very high. Prices for spot were reported as 
high as 6c. Sellers are quoting for next year’s shipment at 24@ 
3%c. for 70@74 per cent.; basis of 60 per cent. with the usual 10c. 
per 100 pounds advance, f. o. b. works. Powdered, 98 per cent., is 
held at 34@3%c. 

CHINA CLAY.—Indications in China clay point to a higher 
market in the near future. Imports from England have become 
so irregular and uncertain that much of this business has been 
absorbed by domestic dealers. Because of the increasing difficul- 
ties in shipping, it is feared that English imports, which have 
already dropped, may go still lower, resulting in a shortage of 
English clays. Domestic is selling at $7.50@10, dependent entirely 
upon the kind and quality. English clay is ranging from $11@16, 
ex-dock, New York. 

ROSINS.—Rosins are advancing rapidly and are in satisfactory 
demand. Prices during the week show a material change. Quota- 
tions for the past week were as follows: E, $5.40, F, $5.45, and G, 
$5.45. 

SAL SODA.—No changes of any consequence have been noted 
in sal soda. The market is even and firm, with fair prospects of 
an advance. Contracts are held at 60c. per 100 pounds, in barrels, 
f. o. b. works. Concentrated is held at 14@1%c. a pound on spot. 

SATIN WHITE.—Satin white is in good demand and continues 
very firm. Prospects indicate possible further advances. Quota- 
tions for.the week were about $1.75@2 per 100 pounds delivered. 

SODA ASH.—This market is very strong and inclining upward. 
Sellers report that they have very little to offer. Offerings of light

Solving the Potash Problem 

Several new methods of increasing the supply of American pot- 
ash have recently been brought to the attention of the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. One of the most prom- 
ising of these efforts to find a substitute for German fertilizers 
is a patent taken out a few weeks ago by a Canadian for a 
method of using the potash in ordinary feldspar. 

The process is a simple one, consisting of heating the feldspar 
with limestone and iron oxide at a temperature of about 2,200 
degrees Fahrenheit, which produces a partly fused mass that is 
easily decomposed by a weak acid. From this product the pot- 
ash salts can readily be extracted for further purification. The 
inventor has been in consultation with Dr. Norton, the expert 
who has been looking after the potash and dyestuff situations 
for the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, and it seems 
very possible that a greatly simplified method of transforming 
feldspar into fertilizer will soon be available. 

A practical try-out for another method of obtaining potash 
fertilizer will soon take place at a New Orleans distillery where 
molasses is used in large quantities. It is a fact that 106 tons 
of potash are wasted daily by the 25 or more distilleries in this 
country that subject molasses to processes of fermentation. The 
New Orleans company is planning to install the process of sav- 
ing the potash in distillery waste recently brought to the atten- 
tion of the public by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce. It should be possible to make fertilizer from this other- 
wise worthless material at a price that will meet competition 
even after the war is over. 


O. W. Madden, of the James W. Sewall office, Old Town, Me..
